AACOG studies diplomas 


Hondo may have an adult 
education program as a re­ 
sult of action taken in Tues­ 
day evening's AACOG meet­ 
ing at City Hall. 
Officials of ;>an Antonio 
College Bob Dalgiisn and 
Joan Wells, were present to 
outline a proposed high school 
equivalency program for Hon­ 
do adults which would take 
persons who dropped out or 
did not finish school after 
having completed the eighth 
grade. Tile 60-hour program 
would allow tile rn to earn a 
diploma via the General Ed* 
ucatlon Development Tests. 
Dalglish cited a similar pro­ 
gram in Pearsall as an ex­ 
ample of die success w filch 
can be obtained in educating 
adults. 
In order for the college to 
bring tills program to Hondo, 
at least 15 students would be 
needed. A turnout of more 
than 30 students would allow 
a split program of two class­ 
es, of 15 students each, so 
fiiat individual attention 
would still be possible. Cost 
to the student would be $15 
for tile course. 
For diploma programs for 
persons who did not reach 
the eighth grade in scliocl, 
Dalglish suggested that edu­ 


cation officials from Bexar 
County' be contacted, as San 
Antonio College has no pro­ 
gram of that kind as yet. 
Another program named 
ftoject "Get Smalt” could be 
brought to Hondo and other 
area cities at no charge. 
"Get Smart" programs de­ 
sign, prepare, and teach 
distributive education pro­ 
grams for any subject or area 
desired by the community, 
provided sufficient interest 
is shown in that sub ject. 
Proposed programs include 
secretarial, business manage­ 
ment, and agricultural curri­ 
cula. 
An education committee 
was appointed to study tile 
program. Members of the 
committee are Hondo School 
Superintendent Kenneth Fie­ 
ry, Chairman; and Tom San­ 
to*, Henry Dominguez, 
County Judge Jerome Decker, 
I >c vine Supt. Rice or Supt. - 
elect Barnhart, and two more 
persons to be designated by 
Castroville Mayor Sam 
Tschirhart and John J. Nes­ 
ter of D'Hanis. 
Castroville's Park project 
plans are now being reviewed 
in Washington, D .C ., and 
action is expected before 
August 21. lf approved, die 


project w ill provide for red 
acres of parkland, plus a 
grant of $200, ODC to Castro­ 
ville. 
E, L. Abbott of the Me­ 
dina Valley Soil Conserva­ 
tion Service announced that 
a preliminary investigation 
into a flood control program 
for IlDndo's East side w ill be 
field sometime in November. 
He stressed that public inter­ 
est in tie project w ill be tile 
determining factor in how 
quickly a program can be 
set up, and that public hear­ 
ings w ill be held concern­ 
ing any plan that is deve­ 
loped as a result of the in­ 
vestigation.

Hondo Fire Dept, 


goes back 63 years 


For 63 years now, a group 
of men have given time 
from work, from play, and 
from their nightly rest to see 
that the horror of fire is not 
visited on the citizens of the 
Greater Hondo Area. They 
work for no pay, and yet for 
63 years, tire re has been an 
abundance of men willing to 
serve. Today, a full wait­ 
ing list speaks for the pride 
and honor of membersliip in 
the Hondo Volunteer Fire De­ 
partment. 
In December of 1961, the 
Anvil Herald delved back in­ 
to the back iss ue file to ob­ 
tain information concerning 
tile early days of the Fire 
Department. 
The following arc ex­ 
cerpts: 
"The VFD was organized 
July 2, 1909. 
First officers 
were J. D. Brown, president; 
S. G. Morgan, secretary; 
Hugh Woods, treasurer; C. J. 
Bless, fire chief; Fritz Mar­ 
tin, inspector; and Frank 
Cockrell, assistant inspector. 
"The official name se­ 
lected was die Hondo Volun­ 
teer Fire Company No. I. 
Tne city was divided into 
four wards. A general alarm 
was to be sounded bv IO 
short whistles, with one whis­ 
tle to Identify ward I, two 
for ward 2, three for ward 3, 
and four for ward 4. 
"Fletcher Davis, C. J. 
Bless and Hugh Woods were 
appointed as a committee to 
solicit funds. 
"The original fire wagon 
was made by Jack Holloway 
and Walter Mask and was de­ 
livered approximately six 
months after the VFD organ­ 
ized. 
"According to an Anvil 
Herald description of the hook 
and ladder wagon in 1910, it 
"consists of a series of lad­ 
ders sufficient to mount the 
top of any building in town, 
a pair of hooks, a series of 
chemical fire extinguish!, 
water buckets, axes, picks, 
crowbars, etc. A ll is loaded 
on tile frame of a light Stude- 
baker wagon so arranged as to 
be pulkd by hand wherever 
it is wanted. " 
"Fieteller Davis was elect­ 
ed president in August 1911. 
O le of the standing rules re­ 
quired members absent for 
two meetings to pay fines of 
IO cents or “their names 
were turned in to tile Road 
Overseer for road service du­ 


ty, the VED minutes reveal­ 
ed. 
Following are excerpts 
from the VFD records: 
"W. F. M iller was ap­ 
pointed to shake up the soda 
in the chemical engine, " 
(June IO, 1912.) 
"Secretary was fined 50 
cents for losing the member­ 
ship list. " (Nov. 8. 1915) 
"Decided to stir up inter­ 
est to buy a Ford truck for 
chemical engine. (Dec. ll, 
1916) 
"Decided to sound tile 
fire siren every Wednesday 
night at 7:30, notice to be 
put In tile Anvil Herald." 
(M uch ll, 1925) 
"Decided to buy lot where 
firehouse is on for $1,400. " 
(Oct. 6. 1927) 
"Records show that rent 
at rate of $5 per month was 
paid from July 1931 to Dec. 
1935." (April 3, 1930) 
"{•Ire chief reported a fire 
at Red and White Store had 
done damages to building in 
tile amount of $3,400 and 
$3, OOO to contents. Decid­ 
ed to have Semi-annual 
street dance the Saturday be­ 
fore Mother's Day. " (Mar. 
7, 1946) 
"Each fireman's wife is 
to bake one cake and get one 
other womin to bake a cake 
and the Fire Department is 
to furnish the sugar. " Fire 
Dept. records don't say what 
for! (Aug. 23, 1946)

It was back In 1910 that 
Hondo decided to create a 
Volunteer Fire Department. 
Ttls year’s Firemen's 
Street Dance and Carnival is 
in part to help finance the 
brand new flretruck which is 
now in use. 
It's quite a change from 
1910, when the first fire wag­ 
on was delivered to the 
fledgeling Hondo Volunteer 
Fire Company No. I, as they 
called themselves then. 
The 1972 truck is power­ 
ed by over a hundred horse­ 
power. 
Back In 1910, man­ 
power was the measure of the 
speed in which tie firemen 
could respond to a call. Built 
especially for the Hondo Vol­ 
unteers, Holloway Brothers' 
fire wagon was equipped with 
handles for pulling to and 
from the fire. 
And it wasn’t too long be­ 
fore the occasion arose to tr> 
out the new 1910 "hook and 
ladder wagon". In fact, 
quoting from a January 20, 


1910 story from the Anvil 
Herald, the first fire was at 
the outhouse of Joe Fohn, 


which, according to the of­ 
ficial minutes was "about 
"timed out" when ti*; alarm 


was turned in.

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G ive iron to anemic plants 


By G len n Bragg 


If ornamental plants a- 
round your home are yellow­ 
ing between tile leaf veins, 
Iron deficiency In the soil Is 
the likely problem. 


According to County Ag­ 
ricultural Agent Glenn 
Bragg, Iron deficiency caus­ 
es leaves of ornamental 
plants to become light 
green, yellow or white be- 
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tween the veins. 
"The more severe the de­ 
ficiency, tile paler tile col­ 
or, " notes Bragg. 
"In ex­ 
treme cases, the plant tunis 
brown and eventually dies, " 
Even though soil may con­ 
tain sufficient Iron, high pH 
or high amounts of calcium 
In the soil in most areas of 
Medina County may prevent 
t he iron from beging avail­ 
able to plants, points out the 


agent. 
Where iron is deficient, 
iron chelates or organic com­ 
pounds containing a soluble 
form of iron may be applied 
to the soil or plants. Iron 
sulfate, also called copperas, 
is one such organic com­ 
pound. These supplemental 
materials are available at 
most farm and garden supply 
stores. 
Bragg emphasizes to ap­ 
ply iron at the first sign of a 
deficiency. Iron-containing 
materials can either be 
worked Into the soil around 
tile base of the plant or be 
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dissolved in water and spray­ 
ed onto die foliage. Follow 
tile manufacturer's directions 
and suggested rate of appli­ 
cation. 
In severe cases, 
plant recovery w ill be slow 
following applications. 
Soil conditions which 
block die availability of iron 
may also have similar ef­ 
fects on other elements, 
points out Bragg. Soil that 
delivers less than adequate 
zinc may provote weak ter­ 
minal growth. This "W itch­ 
es-broom” type growth may 
be thin and short. Zinc de­ 
ficiency shows up often in 
pecan, peach, plum, flow­ 
ering quince and apple trees 
as well as in pyracantha. 
Plants with zinc deficien­ 
cy w ill also have light green 
to yellow leaves that are 
small, distorted or puckered. 
Small dead areas may appear 
on the leaf margins and fall 
out to give a jagged appear­ 
ance. 
Zinc sulfate or zinc che­ 
late applied at the manu- 
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facturer's recommended rate 
w ill correct zinc deficiencies. 
The county agent re­ 
minds homeowners that other 
factors may bring on symp­ 
toms in plants similar to 
those of iron or zinc defici­ 
ency. Either over-watering 
or drought may cause yel­ 
lowing of foliage of certain 
plant varieties. Heavy or 
compacted soils also cause 
yellowing, as do infestations 
of mites or leafhoppers. In­ 
sect Infestations actually 
give a plant the appearance 
of iron chlorosis. For these 
reasons, examine the plant 
carefully for things that 
might be causing the dis­ 
coloration before buying and 
applying either iron or zinc.

Grass fires account for 90% of Hondo area blazes. 
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The one most attention- 
getting vehicle In any town 
is always the fire truck. 
Where it's going becomes an 
instant topic of conversation 
almost as soon as the red 
light and siren are noticed. 
This is partly out of con­ 
cern for friends, partly be­ 
cause of fear that it may be 
our house that's burning. But 
w he titer for good or bad rea­ 
soning, tills sort of curiosity 
is no reason to follow fire 
trucks. 
Too often, the road to a 
burning building, car, or 
pasture becomes an express­ 
way, and too often, the fire 
truck is not in the lead, but 
tied up in the parade of 
cars headed toward the blaze. 
T nil is not only dangerous 
to tliose in tile way of the 


trucks, but it delays the arri­ 
val of help where a person's 
life may depend on speed. 
lire Department spokes­ 
men have repeatedly asked 
motorists to curb their curio­ 
sity, and police do their best 
to stop the practice, but fire 
truck-chasing continues. 
A related problem is that 
of bystanders on the scene of 
die fire impeding the fire­ 
men from doing their most 
efficient work. Again, tills 
is awkward, aggravating, 
and downright dangerous. 


So, in the interests of speed, 
safety, and common courtesy, 
let us remember to refrain from 
following trucks or in any way 
from following trucks or in 
any way holding beck the 
Fire Department from ful­ 
filling its important mission.

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K e e p horses off sorghum -sudan pasture 


Dr. James Armstrong, 
veterinarian with tile Texas 
\gricultural Extension Serv­ 
ice, warns horse owners to 
keep their animals off sor­ 
ghum-sudan pastures due to 
a disease called "sorghum 
cystitis". 
Freshly cut sor­ 
ghum-sudan liay w ill also 
bring on the condition. 


Armstrong points out that 
all horses may be affected 
but that the condition ap­ 
pears to be more serious in 
younger animals. A number 


of cases have been reported 
recently by Dr. W illiam 
Ro mane who heads up the 
large animal clinic at Texas 
A&M University’s College of 
Veterinary Medicine. 
"Tire first signs usually 
are incoordination of the 
rear legs, " Armstrong ex­ 
plains. 
"In about half tile 
horses observed this was fol­ 
lowed by involuntary dis­ 
charge or urine. Thus, mares 
may show I lair loss on tile in­ 
ner part of the hind legs due 
to urine scalding. Geldings 
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may have a loss of hair on 
the belly. In either case, 
the urine drip may be con­ 
tinuous and may become in­ 
tense lf the horse moves sud­ 
denly. The condition may 
also cause mares to abort. " 


Sorghum cystitis occurs 
most frequently during times 
of medium to high rainfall, 
usually from June to Novem­ 
ber, points out the veterinari­ 
an. It occurs mainly when 
horses feed on fast fresh 
growth of sorghum-sudan hy­ 
brids, sorghum grazer and 
Johnsongrass. Uncured or 
improperly cured hay from 


these grasses also causes the 
illness. However, horses 


eating well-cored hay from 
these three forages have not 
been affected. Also, no 
cases have been reported af­ 
ter the first frost. 


"There is no cure for the 
condition once the horse lias 
it, " emphasizes Armstrong. 
"Several treatments have 
been used with little success. 
However, when affected ani­ 
mals are removed from the 
pasture and fed a balanced 
ration, they usually improved 
somewhat. " 
The urine discharge and 
incoordination have been 
bserved in some horses for 
as long as three years, he 
notes.

Computer cotton plagued with bugs' 


COLLEGE STAT ION ~ 
Somewhere in a Texas cotton 
field a maturing cotton plant 
is being surveyed by a boll 


weevil with dinner on its 
mind. 
The situation by itself is 
not too surprising; it happens 
millions of times each day. 
What is surprising is where 
C on gratu latio n s all tills is taking place. 
The cotton plant and the 
on your 
fine 
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boll weevil are in a com pet­ 
er--as part of an experimen­ 
tal program taking place at 
Texas A&M University and 
three other schools in tilt na­ 
tion. 
Scientists there are begin­ 
ning to grow, on a day-by- 
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day basis, theoretical cotton 
plants using computers. They 
utilize the computer’s speed 
and ability' to introduce a 
large number of variables in 
growing a cotton plant in 
less than a minute of comput­ 
er time--quite a difference 
from die 200 days as. experi­ 
mental growth plot may take. 


The idea is a recent one 
to agricultural research 
Some of tills pioneering work 
is being done by Dr. Donald 
Laker, a plant scientist at 
State College in J ‘ississippi, 
who is consulting with Texas 
A&M in tile development of 
their program. 
Baker and Ids colleagues 
tiave developed a simulated 
cotton plant which responds 
to changes in the weather 
and other environmental in­ 
fluences. This program, 
called S D I COT II for simu­ 
lated cotton, w ill be linked 
to a program being develop­ 
ed at Texas A &M that w ill 
predict the effect of para­ 
sitic insects on cotton pests. 
Tills program, appropriate­ 
ly, is to be called BUG. 
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It all means that, in the 
future, researchers w ill be 
able to simulate cotton 
plants and then predict die 
effects of such factors as 
weather, parasites, cultiva­ 
tion, insecticides and liarveat 
time. 
Though tile program hat 
obvious advantages to such 
researchers as agronomists 
and entomologists--not to 
mention farmers--another 
field, agricultural econo­ 
mics, stands to benefit, ac­ 
cording to I ■*, ;cay V, B ill­ 
ingsley of the Texas Agricul­ 
tural Experiment Station. 
BUU: sky, an economist 
with tie Department of Agri­ 
cultural Economic* and Rani 
Sociology at Texas A&M, be­ 
lieves tliat the data from the 
cor peter can be used to cal­ 
culate die costs and returns 
of different cotton production 
and Insect control methods. 
The computer w ill allow the 
economist to observe a great­ 
er number of cotton produc­ 
tion methods and calculate 
die lr costs in a much shorter 
time, 
The recent banning of 
DDT and otiler non-biode - 
rateable (persistent) Insec­ 
ts Ides was used by Billings­ 
ley as an example of how 
cc ruin factors influence tire 
economics of farming. 
knee these insecticides 
are out. Biffin, sley said, the 
farmer may in tile future use 
parasitic insects to control 
some cotton pests. The com­ 
puter can predict tile effect 
of the parasitic Insects o d the 
pests and allow an economic 
evaluation few the best con­ 
trol at the least cost. 


Farmer* need such re­ 
search now, Billingsley said, 
even though the program lias 
been given a three-year 
grant. He added tiiat each 
metiiod that seems feasible 
in the computer w ill be 
checked by work in experi­ 
mental plots before the re­ 
sults are given to farmers.
